"It's not a question of meeting, 
it's a question of whether the 


Iranian govenunent is ready to 
accept peace and so far &ey 
haven’t", Riyadh AI Qaysi, bead 
of the Iraqi Foreign Ministry's 
department for international 
organisations, said. 

"Our stand has always been 
that while wc defend ourselves 
we continue to sue for peace, and ' 
it faDs upon the mternational 
commumty to impose on those 
who do not want peace," he 
added. 

The OIC has tried several 
times to me^te between Iran 
and Iraq, but has made little 
headway. Other major items on 
the agenda of this week's five-day 
conference will be the Arab- 
Israeli conflict and Afghanistan. 


Gulf-based shipping ofilcials, 
spraking on condition of anon- 
3 ^ty, reported that at least tvra 
tankers owned by the National 
Iranian Tanker Co. were "burn- 
ing fiercely" after the air raid. 

They identified the ships as the 
316,379-ton Avaj and the 
253.837-ton Sanandaj. 

Both have been hit before in 
Iraqi air strikes in the so-called 
“tanker war." 

Occupy 

The officials said an Iranian 
supply boat was also hit and that 
there were casualties. But they 
said they had no other details. 
Ships in the area reported tiiick 
pillars of black smoke over 
Kiiaig. 

A rnjliiarycoirununjque issued 
in Baghdad said Iraqi forces 
today overran the headquarters 
of Kurdish rebel leader Jalal 
Talabani in the mountains of 
northeastern Iraq near the Iran- 
ian border. 

The communique said 
Talabani's Patriotic Unitm of 
Kurdistan had helped Iranian 
forces occupy the border town of 
Halabja a^ other villages in 
Sulayznaniyafa province. 

The communique said three 
villages were sdzed in the thrust, 
listura them as Sirkelo, Perkelo 
and 2yo, in the region. 

Iran has said it killed more 
than 9,000 Iraqis in the provniax 
since Tuesday but Iraq denies 
any fighting took place. Iraq said 
its forces withdrew from the area 
before the Iranian ofTensve. 

A military spokesman in 
Baghdad said Iraqi jets raided 
three Iranian cities last night and 
this morning, causing extensive 
damage.

Avalanches swallow 2 
villages in Kashmir 


SRINAGAR, March 19, 
(Reuter): Avalanches swallowed 
two villages in Jammu and Kash- 
mir, kiliing at least 55 people in 
two days and brining deaths 
from 10 days of bad w«Uher to 
more Aan 250, offidals said 
today. 

They said they feared the toll in 
the north Indian state could be 
much iugher. The United Nem 
of India news agency said earto 
the avalanches, latest in a serte 
of disasters catued by heavy rain 
and snow, daimed at le^ 90 
lives. 

Snow and ice thundered down 
on at.least two Ullages in south- 
east Kastunir and reports reach- 
ing Srin^ar said scores ofhouses 
were buried. 

Army helicoptBrs were sent to 


rescue survivors from the remote 
viU^ges. Roads were blocked and 
medidnes and other relief sup- 
plies had to be air-lifted to 
survivors. 

The 300-km (185-mile) hi^- 
way linking winter capital 
•Jammu with the summer cajntal 
Srinagar, reopened yesterday 
after-being impassable for dghi 
days, the Press Trust of India 
(PTI) said. Landslides and snow- 
drifts had bldcked the only sur- 
face route into the Kashnur 
vall^ in 22 places. 

The Air Force and a domestic 
airline shuttled between the cities 
for four days in an eCTort to help 
5,000 travellers stranded in 
Jammu reach Srinagar. PTI said 
the 2,000 still in Jammn when the 
road re-opened left by bus late 
yesterday. 


India ‘has N-bombs’ 


WASHINGTON. March 19, 
(UPI): India has assembled a 
handful of hi^y sophisticated 
lo>y-yield atomic bombs that can 
be delivered to targ^ by combat 
aircraft, according to US 
intelligence sources, former 
National S^urity Council 
offidals and dongr^onal staf- 
fers. 

Intelli^ce sources also said 
th^.is strong evidence that 
India has devdoped a nuclear 
warhead for use on suiface-to- 
'surface missiles with a ZOO-mile 
range (300 km). 

Unt^ now the Indian govern- 
ment's offidal position has been 
that it possessed the capability to 


build nuclear weapons but had 
not actually assembled such 
■devices. 

Administration offidals view 
uitb deep concern India's repor- 
ted progress in developing a- 
nuclear aisei^ because of its his- 
torical conflict with neighbour- 
ing Pakistan. 

Intelligence sources said Pak- 
istan now has enough fisaonable 
material to build two to thm 
atoimc bombs and is accelerating 
its nuclesur weapons programme. 

One analyst said Pakistan is 
engaged "in a worldwide seardi" 
for beryllium, -a steel used to 
encaw atomic weajtons and to 
enhance their explosive power.

collar workers than white-collar 
workers. 

"They had the lowest mean 
level of education compared to 
other professional groups," said 
Brackbill, of the National Ins- 
titute for Occupational Safety 
and Health. 


Kuwaiti oil 
exports 
flowing 
smoothly 

THE chairman of the Kuwaiti 
Ofl Tankers Compuy (KOTC^ 
Abdul Fattah A] Mdr, has said 
Kuwait's oil exports have not 
been jeopardised so far by 
recurrent attacks on coimneicud 
shipping in the Arabian Gulf. 

But Iranian and Iraqi raids on 
oil tankers in the Gulf sea lanes 
(fid affect the cost of oil ei^rts, 
Al Badr told a Kuwaiti daily.

Asked if be was worried over 
further further escalations in the 
Gulf war and their probaUe 
impact on the safety and 
movement of tankers, /U Badr 
said fears were always there. Yet 
he added that it was reasstuing 
that the world has peredved the 
need to ke^ the Gulf a safeinter- 
natiooal waterway. 

Adjusted 

Al Badr said the KOTC would 
not feel threatened after the com- 
pletion of a pjpeUne whidi would 
carry Kuwaiti oil to the Red Sea 
terminal of Yanbu in Saudi 
Arabia. 

He explained that the com- 
pany had long ago adjusted its oil 
lifting policies to cope with the 
country's long term ofl market- 
ing requirements. 

On theKOTC fleet, faesaid the 
company surveyed the market 
constantly to decide whether to 
expand or curtail the si^ of the 
cbuniiy's tankers fleet 

Should the need arise, Kuwait 
would not hesitate to more 

tankers but otherwise the coun- 
uy would not take the risk of 
involving in speculation which 
could result in many tankers 
lying idle, he said. 

He added that six tankers are 
now beiog built for Kuwait is 
South Korea and are expected to 
be received by the end of the year. 
They should bring the DumMr of 
Kuwaiti tankers to 30, he said.

US sends envoy to keep plan alive 

Egypt seeks safeguards 


CAIRO, March 19, (Agencies): 
Egypt urged the Unit^ States 
today to press forward with its 
Middle peace initiative in 
what appeared as an affirmation 
of qualified support for the 
proposals advan<^ by Secretary 
ofSiate George Shultz foriesolv- 
ing the problem of the occupied 
territories. 

The E^ptian afiirmation was 
made by Foreign Minister Esmat 
Abdel-Meguid following an 
hour-long meeting with US 
envoy Philip Habib, who arrived 
earlier in the day at the start of a 
fresh tour in the region. 

"Our position in Egypt has 
been to encourage the United 
States to move (forward with) 
the peace process because we all 
in this region are in need of 
peace." AMel-Meguid said. 

Egypt has given qualified sup- 
port for the Shultz plan. 
President Mubarak described it 
as "encouraging" but said it 
needs to be developed. 

Autonomy 

Diplomatic sources said that, 
in the absence of official word, 
Egypt seems to be seeking 
s^eguards that the formula oT 
autonomy for the Palestinians of 
the occupied territories, 
proposed by Shultz for a tran- 
sitional period, will be just that 
— transitional. 

Habib is scheduled to meet 
with Mubarak tomorrow and 
then travel to Jordan. Jordanian 
offidals have said they were 
studying the Shultz plan 
"positively" but made no 
outright declaration of approval 


or rejection. 

But the plan received a heavy 
blow after it was rejected by 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, who objected to its call 
for an international umbrella to 
Arab-Israeii negotiations made 
up by the five perm^ent mem- 
bers of the UN Security Council. 

Initiative 

President Reagan, after meet- 
ing Shamir in Washington on 
Wednesday, said the United 
States "will not slice this 
initiative apart and will not aban- 
don it” 

In addition to Egypt and Jor- 
dan, reports from Washington 
said Hamb will also make stops 
in Saudi Arabia and Morocco 
presumably to drum up support 
for the American plan. 

Shultz also said the plan will 
not be fragmented and vowed the 
United States will continue its 
peace campmgn. 

Shultz insisted yestei^y that 
his Middle East peace initiative 
had not failed. 

PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
said yesterday he couldn't com- 
ment on the American Middle 
East peace proposal because 
Shultz had not bnefed him on it, 
Egypt's state-run Middle East 
news agency said. 

Despite intensive Arab 
diplomatic activity and pressure, 
the Reagan administration has 
refused the idea of inclu(fing a 
Palestinian in the Arab League 
delegation that will visit Washm- 
gton on March 28, Arab 
diplomatic sources in Washiog- 
ton said tt^ay. 


Soviet pledge to end

The 12-page document reaf- 
firm joint agreements in 1955 
and 1956 that patched up rela- 
tions following Yugoslavia's 
break with JosefStalin in 1948. ■ 

"Proceeding from the convic- 
tion that no one has a mono^ly 
over the truth, the two sides 
declare that th^ have no preten- 
sions of imposiog thdr concepts 
of social development on 
anyone," the document said.

Israeli troops

OCCUPIED Jerusalei^ March 
19, (Agencies): Israeli troops, 
tightening a clampdown on a 
100-day-old Palestinian upris- 
ing, raided a West Bank ho^ial 
today, swooped on a distrirt in 
Gaza ciiy and arrested television 
crewmen in a West Bank town.

The hospital has been a centre 
of anti-lsra^ protest in recent 
weeks and lo^ youths have 
frequen^ flown tiie outlawed 
Palratinian flag from its roof. 

Preventing 

Military authorities in the 
occupied territoiies have stepped 
up measures aimedat (x>ntroUing 
the uprising in the occupied 
territories and preventing wide- 
^lead rioting on Land Day. the 
March 30 anniversary of the 
death of ax Israeli Arabs in a 
1976 demonstration against land 
confiscation. 

In Ramallah, police arrested 
the members of five television 
crews trying to film what 
• appeared to be shooting by Jew- 
ish settlers on the town's north- 
ern outskirls. 

Curfew 

British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration (BBC) television corre- 
spondent Keith Graves said the 
men, all Israeli nationals 
employed by foreign networks, 
were taken to Ramallah police 
station when thQr refrisra an 
Army order to leave the area. 

In Gaza, residats of the Sahra 
district were aa^ened before 
dawn by Army je^ with louds-' 
peakers announcing that a night 
curfew imposed on the Gaza.

Sources at Al Ittihad Hospital 
in the West Bank town of Nablus 
said the youth bled to death 
because he failed to receive 
prompt medical attention after 
troops shot him in the leg. 

“All the blood in his body was 
just siphoned off," the sources 
said. 

Denied 

Ad Army spokeswoman den- 
ied any ne^gence. “The woun- 
ded man was treated by a doctor, 
on the spot but despite this he' 
died from his wound," she said. 

The Palestine Press Service 
(PPS) said troops today used tear 
gas to force tr^rs in the West 
Bank town of Jenin to close their 
shops. 

An Army spokeswoman could 
neither confirm nor deny the 
report. “We use so mudi tear gas 
round there anyway, it would be 
impossible to verify," she said. 

Swoops 

The PPS said over a hundred 
Palestinians had been arrested in 
nightime swoops by security for- 
ces recently ^ Israel Radio 
reported that 200 inmates of a 
Gaza prison had been trans- 
ferred to a jail in the Negev desert 
to make more room. 

Widequead unrest continued 
today with Palestinian sources 
reporting demonstrations in at 
least a dozen spots throughout 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

A delegation of British 
Muslims, mduding former pop 
music star Cat Stevens, yestei^y 
accused Israel of “radsL state- 
controlled terrorism" in its sup- 
pression of Palestinian unrest.

The case is especially so, he 
added, because the Soviet Union 
has interests in Southwest Asia 
and share many of those interests 
with Arab world. 

Dialogue 

The Jordanian royally made 
the comments in (he final session 
last night of a ihree-day seminar 
on Soviet-Arab dialogue which 
was attended by Arab and Soviet 
intellectuals and iheoriiicians.

An active involvement, he 
said, calls for commitmcni to 
implementation of Security 
Council resolution 598 which 
demanded a ceasefire between 
the two warring countries. 

Jordan's Crown Prince said 
the proliferation of religious fan- 
aiidsm — be it Jewish.

Arab world. 

According lo Prince Hassan,

He. however, heaped praise on 
the Soviet Union for supporting 
the Arab world and hoped the 
two sides would be able to 
develop a common concept on 
the future of this vital part of the 
world. 

Prince Hassan said the second 
such Soviet-Arab seminar would 
be held in Cairo early next year 
and hoped the third could con- 
vene in the Soviet Union.

Saudi monarch King Fahd Bin 
Abdul Aziz has said Israel has no 
choice, but to vacate the land for 
its legitimate people to establish 
an independent Palestinian state.

EDUARD Souma, director of 
the Food and Agriculture 
Organisation (.FAO) yesterday 
said that the organisation may 
face a nnancial crisis next 
October, because of the US 
refrainment firom paying its dues 
totalling 5132 million. 

Souma, in an interview with a 
Kuwaiti newspaper during his 
stopover from Muscat, where he 
attended FAO's 19th regional 
conference, expected the situa- 
tion to be resolved through a 
reduction of spending by S20 
RiiUion and obtaining a S30 
million loan. 

On the outcome of the con- 
ference, Souma said that the 
forum which was attended by 
several countries concentrated 
on the agricultural situation in 
the Far East’s states. 

He indicated that the Gulf 

Cooperation Council (GCC) 
countries receive various FAO 
services such as technical aid like 
expertsin Hsheriesora^culture. 

Regarding agricultural 
projects.FAO's director general 
said that the organisation posses- 


ses a long list of studies, express- 
ing reatOness to grant any of 
them upon request for a reasona- 
ble fee. 

Souma noted that despite the 
millions of dollars spent to farm 
the Sudanese lands, all efforts 
were fruitless because of political 
instability, lack of transporta- 
tion and finally the civil war. 

In another interview Souma 
said that the organisation sent 
many experts to African coun- 
tries which were hit by droughts 
and FAO sent agricultural 
materials to countries like Eth- 
Somalia, Sudan and 
fozambique. 

He described the call by HH 
iheAmirofKuwailforafroresla- 
tion as “good" because it will 
increase trees, which, in turn, will 
reduce temperatures, par- 
ticularly in a country like 
Kuwait. 

FAO’s chief said Gulf states 
attaches great importance to 
fisheries and the organisation, 
for its part, helps countries ofthe 
region to better investments of 
their wealth in this field.

says Bahrain minister 


MANAMA, March 19, (AP): 
Foreign Minister Sheikh 
Mohammed Bin Mubarak A1 
Khalifa said today that US 
policy on the Arab<Israeli con- 
flict has chan^ for the better, 
but said Washington wtU have to 
recognise the PLO if peace 
efforts are to progress.

"What Mr Shultz has 
proposed in his peace plan is 


irreversible," Sheikh Moham- 
med said. 

"Any • American administra- 
lidn will in the future have to 
accept the principle of exchang- 
ing land for peace in the Arab- 
Israeli conflicL" 

Americans, he said, were 
becoming "increasingly aw^ of 
both the Hnancia] and political 
cost of supporting. Israel's 
policies.” 

The US peace plan calls for 
ijiiifs starting May I at an inter- 
national conference on limited 
self-rule for 1 .5 million Palestin- 
ians in the Israeli-occupied West 
tenk and Gaza Strip. 

In December, the conference 
would hold talks on the final 
status of the territories. 

Focus 

The reported plan does not 
give the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation any role, as 
Washington insists that it recog- 
nise Israel and renounce terror- 
ism so the United States could 
negotiate with the organisation.

Geneva talks 

Future of Kremlin 
policy also at stake 


By Carol J. Williams 

MOSCOW, (AP): The Soviet 
Union*s appamt williomau to 
pull its troops out of Afghanistan 
may signal a broader change in 
policy toward Soviet 
involvement in foreign revolu- 
tions, some analysts believe. 

Should Moscow find an accep- 
table retreat from Afghanistan, 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev would heal one of bis 
nation’s most visible foreign 
policy sores. He also could 
improve relations with the 
United States, ^ina, the Indian 
subcontinent and the Muslim 
world, 

Some observers sufficst that 
the Kremlin might also M rethin- 
king Its role in sodalist revolu- 
tions in nations like Nicaragiu 
and Angola, where Soviet aid 
bolsters government forces 
against tenacious opposition. 

Since the Kremlin announced 
last year that it had taken the 
“pobtical decision'' to withdraw 
its troops from the Afghan war it 
entered on Dec 27, 19*^ the 
state-run media and officials 
havedroppeda ftw hints that the 
broader policies that led to the 
invasion are under close 
scrutiny. 

Doomud 

A leading economist said in a 
letter published Wednesday In a 
Moscow newspaper that he wa^ 
ned the Kre^n less than a 
month after the Afghan interven- 
tion that the action was doomed 
and Uiat it posed direcon^uen- 
ces for international relations. 

Oleg T. Boyomclov, head of 
the Institute ofEconomlcs of the 
World Sodalist System, said he 
raported Jan 20, 1980, that send- 
ing Soviet soldiers to Afghanis- 
tan damaflsd relations with the 
United States, China and 
Muslim nations. 

While Marxist ;';'dpinEfaie . 
forecasts the spread of sodalist 
revolution worldwide, Gorba- 
chev has made dear that his first 
priority is getting his own 
nation's economy on its fleet. 

The government has indicated 
that it will fiilfil certain commit- 
raents to Af^nistan, even after 
a Soviet withdrawal. Foreim 
Ministry spokesman Gennady 
Gerasimov told reporters on 
Tuesday that military aid to 
Afghanistan was not subject to 
negotiation because it was part of 


with Kabul. 

However, some American 
Sovietologists and veteran 


foreign polh^ experts see what 
could be the emerpenoe of a gen- 
eral policy of scaling back in tne 
interests of imj>roving relations 
with other nations and directing 
resources to domestic needs. 

'T see them moving toward a 
difibrent approach to regioiiai 
conflict," former - US Defence 
Secretary Robert McNamara 
told the Assodated Press in an 
interview, '*] ger the distinct 
impression they are chan^ng 
substantially their view oTfto 
projection if power, in part on 
ihe basis of their experience in 
Afghanistan, as in the Unitdl 
States we were affected by our 
experience in Vietnam." 

McNamara, in Moscow this 
week for a conference on Soviet 
reforms, served as defence 
secretary in the 1 9d0s, during the 
hd^t orthe Vietnam war. under 
prmidents John F. Kennedy and 
Lyndon B. Johnson. 

If Gorbachev's stated sen- 
timent for focusing time and 
money on improving the Soviet 
lifestyle is genuine, McNamara 
suggested, he will find it 
expedient to reduce Soviet 
invoivement in struggles bet- 
ween pro<afld anti<offlmuflist 
forces. 

He pointed to dvU warfere in 
Nicaragua and Angola as exam- 
ples wEere Gorbachev may be 
willing to step out if the United 
States did likewise. 

Robert Legvold. director of 
Columbia University's Harri- 
man Institute for Advanced 
Study of the Soviet Union, 
accompanied a US Senate 
delegation to a three-hour meet- 
ing with Gorbachev last week. 

He said he is convinced Gor- 
bachev and ^ advisers have 
made a commitment to "cut their 
losses" in Afghanistan and have 
already begun a serious analysis 
dfho w the mistake of In tervening 
wasmade.

lousy decision in all contexts — 
in uS-Soviet reiatioiis, in rela- 
tione with Arab countries, in 
Sino-Soviet relations."

The key move in working 
toward ah Afghan peace accord 
was an end to Soviet insistetice 
that the post-war government 
retain its current socialiat ehara^ 
ter, Legvold said. Failwe now in 
Geneva, where a UN-mediated 
peace accord is held up by Pakis- 
tani demands for a transitional 
government in Kabui, could 
damage efforu to reform foreign 
policy and relations with tne 
West, he said. 


Pollsters question 
Bush’s strength

NEW YORK / (AP): Vice 
President George Bush may have 
a virtual lock on the Republican 
US presidential nomination, but 
his prospects for winning the 
election m November are far less 
assured, poll analysts say. 

Some polls indicate that Sen- 
ator Bob Dole, Bush's all-but- 
vanqitished opponent, could be 
as strong or stronger as Bush in 
the fell. Dole has argued that he 
would be more likely than Bush 
to win the US presidency if 
nominated. 

Bush "has certain weaknesses 
vis-a-vis Dole," said Doug Muz- 
zio, an ABC television network 
poll analyst. While the flaws are 
not decisive. "It certainly

Signs of glasnost are few In Cuba

HAVANA, (ReutooTl^dem 
Fidel Castro was quick to answer 
the US television reporter. 

"Glamost is Cum?” he said. 
"It has always existed." 

But Castro’s reply during a 
recent three-hour interview 
raised many more questions, 
according to Havana-based 
Western analysts. 

Observers of communist Cuba 
have long speculated that Cutro 
would have to adopt, perhaps 
reluctantly, some of Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev's 
ideas about "glasnost” (open- 
ness) and "perestroika" (econ- 
omic restructuring). 

But Western analysts, 
diplomats and long-time 
residenu here agreed that Cas- 
tro’s assertion notwithstanding, 
signs of a "tropical giasnost" are 
few. 

"There is no real glasnost here, 
although some of its e/Tects may 
be felt among intelleetnals," a 
high-ranking western diplomat 
laid. 

The question, he said, was to 


what extent Cuban leaders could 
allow society to open up without 
risking the posabifity that it 
would crack altogether. 

"How do you relax this 
regime, without paying the cost 
ofrelaxing?" he ^ed, 

“Cubans are floating ideas, in 
the press, a^rty graasroot level, 
sending feelers. Castro Is 
obviouriy waiting to see what 
will happen In the Soviet 
Union," another Western envoy 
said. 

Rgetiflcifion 

Recent riots and protests in the 
Snvlet republics of Azerbaijan 
and Armenia — reported here, 
albeit briefly, in the official 
media — highlighted some risks 
and unintended^efTeets of open- 
ing up, the Murces said.

I againstcomplacencyintheface 
j of the killer disease AIDS has 
I been sounded in a new book by 
the woiid's two most famous 
sex scientists. 

Recently it has become 
, fashionable to assert that the 
disease is stiii con/ined essen- 
tially to high-risk minority 
groups — mainly homosexuals 
and dnig addicts — and that 
heterosexual men and women 
haN'e little to fear. 

Such views are incredibly 
dangerous delusions, accord- 
ing to sex gurus Dr William 
Masters and Virginia Jolmson. 

Their latest research, 
produces de\'astating evidence 
that: 

I. AIDS has ALREADY 


broken o-ii on a significant 
scale intr the broader popula- 
tion. 

2. Frx..n now on, the spread 
of the disease amo^ ordinary 
men and women is likely to 
escalate at ‘ a frightening pace.' 

The long-awaited Masters 
' and Johnson report on AIDS is 
contained in their book publi- 
shed recently Crisis: Heterosex- 
oal Beharionr In The Age Of 
AIDS. 

Their most alarming 
evidence comes Prom a unique 
research project with nearly 

1,000 men and women — aged 
21 to40, middle>class, 'normal'' 
and sexually active. 

‘High risk-takers' like atys 
and addicts were carefully 
ej^uded. 

These volunteers were tested 
for the AIDS virus. They were 
also, exhaustively questioned

on their sexual habits. They 
were all heterosexual But half

And blood samples infected 
with AIDS were found in seven . 
per cent of the women, and five 
per cent of the men. 

In dramatic contrast, in a 
similar group who had stuck to 


THERE are many comforting 
delusions about AIDS, accord- 
ing to Masters and Johnson. 
They grimly demolish them one 
by one. 

Many, they say. have been 
deliberately allow^ to grow by 
the authorities — by doctors, by 
health authorities, by news- 
papers — in a sort of ben- 
evolent conspiracy to avoid 
stirring mass panic. 

But they are dangerous 
delusions. 

1. 'You can'tget AIDS froma 
single sex acL Fact: There are 
cases of infection from a single 
encounter. There is even one of 
a woman who showed the 
AIDS virus after artificial 
insemination with donor's 
sperm. 

2. Your chance of catching 
the virus from a single encoun- 
ter is remote — as low as one in 

1,000 or 2,000. Fact: Masters 
and Johnson research shows 
the risk much higher — 1 in 400 
forawoman, 1 indOOforaman. 

3. You can't get AIDS from 
kissing. Fact: "Unt^uestiona- 
bly, you can. There is enough 
live virus in saliva to infect 
another person. 

And it is commonplace for 
people to have small cuts or 
abrasions in the mouth — bo^ 
from eating and from brushing 
their teeth — which provide an 
easy entry route for Uie virus. 

Yet medical sdentists have 
reassuringly suggested that kis- 
sing is not a likely means of 
spreading the virus. 

‘Should we not be adopting 
precautions against the worst 
possibility, rather than making 
the most optimistic assump- 


one sex partner, AIDS infec- 
tion was virtually non-existent 
— one man out of 400 men and 
women. 

The implications of this 
research are straightforward,' 
Masters and JobnsoD declare. 

‘As larger numbers of people 
are expos^ larger numbers of 
infections are transmitted, both 
sexually and otherwise. 

‘In time, perhaps in just a few

“This is quite literally a life 
and death matter, not an 
intdlectual discussion.' 

4. You can’t get AIDS from 
'casu^' contacts, t.e. those not 
involving sex acts, shared nee- 
dles or blood transfusions. 
Fact: There are a ^eat many 
w^ in udiiefa youpossibljrcan. 

For years, authorities insis- 
ted that health care workers 
could not catch AIDS from 
ordinary contacts with 
patients. 

Less than a year ago,, the 
American Centre for Disease 
Control did a spectacular 
about-face and re\^ed three 
Such cases. The victims were all 
women caring for AIDS suf- 
ferers. 

One had a small amount of 
blood on her index finger for 
about 20 minutes before wash- 
ing it off. 

Another was wearing sur- 
gical ^oves and glasses when 
she was splashed in the face and 
mouth by blood from an Infec- 
tedrorson. 

The third had blood spilled 
on her hands and forearms. She 
had no visible cuts or sores. But 
she did have a rash on her ear. 
which she was believed to have 
touched. 

These instances of ‘casual' 
transmission have a serious 
warning not just for those in 
hospital work. For instance, it 
is sometimes claimed that: — 

5. You can't catch AIDS in a 
restaurant. Fact: You can, say 
Masters and Johnson. 

The virus can be passed on if 
an infected chef or waiter cuts 


years, infection with the AIDS 
virus* will be commonplace, 
not just in persons who have 
had many sex partners, but in 
heterosexuals who have had 
relatively few.'

Opinions among experts dif- 
fer notoriously on just how 
many of those who show the

6. You can’t catch AIDS 
from a lavatoiy seal. The very 
suggestion that you could is 
lauded off as evidence of a 
mediaeval style plague panic. 
Fact: 'Tests have shown that the 
virus remains alive arid infec- 
tious for up to three days in 
dried bloo^or semen. 

Ifmits or blisters are present, 
it is possible to transfer the 
rirus between two people via a 
contaminated toilet seat — or 
any other surface. 

‘h is a postibiliry, so it is 
legitimate to be concerned 
about the risk, no matter how 
far fetched it might seem’ say 
Masters and Johnson. 

7. You can’t get AIDS from 
playing focth^l. Fact: Voucan 
— and from any other sport 
which causes scrapes, cuts and 
nosebleeds. 

8. You can't get AIDS from 
an insect bite. Fact: Even this is 
noicertain. It is known that the 
virus can be taken up by 
mosquitoes, and can live in 
their blood forat least 48 hours. 

The amount of blood inje^ 
ted when the insect bites is 
extremely small. But it is not 
certain how much virus is 
needed to start an infection. 

Masters and Johnson con- 
cede there is no way of calculat- 
ing how great the risk is in 
‘causual* contact.

But 
as the prevalence of infection in 
the general population rises, so 
will the chance of infection. 

It makes, they conclude with 
solemn understatement, for ‘a 
scary situation.' 

Some of the other public 
placebos about AIDS which 
they challenge, are: 

9. Even if you are found to 

have the AIDS virus, you have 
a tetter than even chance of 
avoiding the fullblown — and 
fatal — disease. Fact: While 
present ‘offidal’ estunates are 
that only 20 to 30 per cent of 
infected people succumb to the 
full . this is another 

example of AIDS over 
optimism. 

A recent study in Germany 
in^cates the true figure is more 
likely to be '75 per cent 

And many experts now fear 
that with time, perh^ two 
virtually all 

persons will get the disease. 

10. Coadoms guarantiR~ 
‘safe’ sex. Fact: They don’t 
Most reports studied by Mas- 
ters and Johnson indicate that 
condoms fail as a contraceptive 
in lOto IS per cent of cases. 

Condoms will provide a 
degrtt of protection, if used 
consistentiy. 

‘Yet many medical experts, 
public he^th officials and 
educators have jumped on the 
bandwagon prodacming that 
condoms are “lifesaving” 
devices. 

To sug ges t that condom use 
isacompleteanswd'in thefi^t 
against AIDS is to oversimplify 
and mislead in an irresponsible 
fashion.’ 


■iwng adults as “proof' that the 
virus is still contained hugely in 
the homosexual, bisexual, 
drug-using comm unity. 

‘But with a disease tiiat often 
has a latency period of five 
years or more from the time of 
mitial infection until the diag- 
nosis can be definitely establi- 
shed, we are i^oriog biological 
reality if we accept such 
“proof*. ^ . 

The implications of the 
spread of the AIDS virus into 
the general population are 
frightening.* 

In an apocalyptic survey. 
Masters and Johnson predict 
tha t within just three years, the 
world will be reeling under at 
least two millioncasesof AIDS, 
with well over one million 
daths. 

By the year 2000, imless there is 
^asfonbtiiiig' progress with a 
vacciDe, there will be 25 miHioB 

The woiid-famous authors 
of Crisis admit tiiat tl^ first 
pronouncement on this 20th- 
century scourge will provoke 
controversy and even anger. 

They are challenging what 
they describe as ’the consensus 
that has ' comfortably 
developed’ for dealing with 
AIDS. 

But this sort of attitude, say 
Masters and Johnson, is itself 
hi ^l y misleading. 

It’s ’a form of benevolent 
deception practised by the 
scientific commi^ty in the, 
understandaUe wish to avoid 
mass panic.’ Regrettably, th^ 
riaim, much of what has been 
written is amply incerrect. 

Contributing to this has teen 
a powerfiii pq/diological and 
morally orientated dnw. 

The first outbreaks in both 
Europe and America were lar- 
gely confined to homosexuals 
and bisexual men and intraven- 
ous drug abusers. These were 
groups that could comfortably 
be written off as ‘deviant*. 

this gave many people a 
sense of moral superiority — 
and also of personal immunity 
from the disease. 

As a result, the public^ has 
been generally lulled into 
bdieving AIDS is atill largely 
confined to these groups — 
which is ‘extraordiauHyciTOO- 
eoQS.* 

To Stan with. Masters and 
Johnson warn, authorities are 
greatly underestimating the 
numbm infected. 

In the USA, for instance, it is 
still being dahned that only 


1 ,500,000 people are infected.. 

But this same figure was 
gi ven in rnid- 1 986. If it were stiU 
ri^L it would imply that AIDS 
was standing still — something 
no sexually transmitted disease 
has ever done. In fact, tiie auth- 
ors claim, the true situation is 
that there are likely to be three 
fnillion or inore carriers of the 
AIDS rims in the USA. 

At least 200,000 of these axe 
probably non-drug using 
heterosexuals who have been 
infected ^ a sex partner. 

The ro utes by which the virus 
can ‘cross over’ from the 
original high-risk groups 
include bisex'udl males and 
prostitutes. 

And experte are also gravely 
iindw- ^rimating the extent to 
which this has already hap- 
pened, spreading the AIDS 
virus into the heterosexual 
community. 

The most horrid risk, in tius 
situation. Masters and John- 
son declare, is that most of 
these carriera don't realise they 
are infected. 

‘Many, iftibt most, are tak- 
ing no precautions in terms of 
sexual behaviour, donating 
blood,, or using intravenous 
drugs, so that th^ continue to 
infect others over an indefinite 
period of time.’ 

Althoii^ the situation 4n 
Europe, Canada and Australia 
IS nothiiig iite so smous as in 
America, the authors warn that 
tliese coiintiies are . foilowing ' 
. the game path, two or three 
years bdind. 

And in Central Africa and 
Haiti, AIDS is already dedmat- 
xng the TOpulatioQ — with 
relatively few cases traceable to 
homoseinial or bisexual con- 
tact. 

So far from AIDS being con- 
fined to ghettoes of ‘deviants’, 
most of the world's future vic- 
tims will get it from normal 
man-and-women sex. . 

Shorn of medical jugon, tiiis

The simple finesse is something of 
a misnomer. Usually, the play is 
easy enough. But often other con- 
siderations enter into account. 

The auction was straightforward. 
With four-card suppon, North’s 
raise to four spades was “automat- 
ic.” Too bad he didn’t consider ^e 
positional value of his queen of dia- 
monds, because three no trump 
from his side of the table would 


have been foudne. 

Guided by his partner’s overcall. 
West attacked with a diamond, and 
the defenders quickly netted two 
tricks in the suit. East continued 
with a third diamond and declarer 
ruffed high. After drawing trumps, 
declarer had only one problem — to 
avoid two club losers. 

Had either declarer or dummy 
held only two clubs and had thego^ 
been to avoid losing any trick in the 
suit, then the finesse would have 
been the only way to cackle the suit. 
But since declarer had to lose a club 
trick, he found a bener way to han- 
dle the combination. He led a club 
to the ace, then cashed three rounds 
of. hearts, ending in hand. Next 
came a club toward the queen. 

Had West held the king, he would 
have been able to win with bis maj- 
esty, but that would have been the 
last crick for the defense. When 
West played low, declarer tried the 
queen from dummy, and he was not 
really surprised, in light of the over- 
call. when that lost to the king. But 
now declarer’s extra chance paid 
off. East bad started with only two 
clubs, and he was now forced to ^ve 
declarer a ruff-sluff by returning a 
diamond. Declarer’s only losers 
were two diamonds and a club.

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Bill creates Regional Consultative Commission 

Aquino attempts to resolve 
Mindanao autonomy issue 


PRESIDENT Aquino, in a move 
to bring peace to troubled 
Muslim Mindanao, signed into 
law a bill creating the Regional 
Consultative Conuoission, the 
body to draft the organic charter 
for an autonomous region in the 
south. 

The presidential move is 
expected to bex^ tlie govem- 
ment's efforts to block moves of 
the separatist rebels to gain inter- 
national recognition. 

Entitled Republic Act 6649, 
the new law creates the RCC 
which will be composed of not 
more than SS members, 27 of 
whom will be appoint^ by the 
President from a ust of nonunees 
proposed by multi-sectoral 
bodies from the province of 
Basilan, Sulu, Tawi-Tawi, Zam- 
boanga del Sur, Zamboanga del 
Norte, North Cotabato,- 
Maguindanao, Sultan Kudarat, 
Lanao del Norte. Lanao del Sur, 
Davao del Sur, ^uth Cotabato, 
and Palawan, as well as the char- 
tered cities of Zambewga and 


the component cities therein. 

The commission will assist 
Congress in the enactment oflhe 
organic act for the autonomous 
Muslim region in Mindanao. 

The law provides that each of 
the 27 le^riative districts in the 
13 provinces and cities shall have 
one representative who shall be ? 
resident tianof. 

All nominees to the RCC shall 
be subject to confirmation by the 
Commission on Appointments 
and that ethnic groups shall be 
properly represented. 

Presidential peace negotiator 
Alfredo Bengzon, who is also the 
health aecre^, told newsmen 
that the signing by the Prerident 
of the RCC act is concrete 
evidence of the government's 
determinaiion to resolve the con- 
troversial autonomy issue in 
Mindanao in accordance with 
the Constitution. 

Bengzon said that passage of 
RA6649 was done in record time, 
addii^ that the President will 
submit shortly to the Commis- 


sion on Appointments the list of 
nominees who would compose 
the RCC. 

The CA, through Senate 
President Jovito Salonga and 
Sm. Edgardo Angara, assured 
that the confirmaiion will be 
expedited so that they could 
begin their work. 

Theautonomy issue isnow the 
subject ofintense debate between 
the government and the Moro 
National Liberation Front 
MNLF.) 

The MNLF is demanding the 
implementation of the TnpoU 
Agreement signed by the Marcos

HUNDREDS of Filipino 
woricers in Iraq have left tbw 
woxk sites and sou^t refuge at 
the Philippiae embassy in Bag- 
dad because of the escalaring 
Iran-Iraq war, the Labour 
Dq»rtment was informed.

Filipino workers affected by 
the Gulf war are those based in 
Bagdad and Basrah.

prepared by Philippine officials. 

Rosario desenM the situa- 
tion as tense and said the conflict 
has caused confusion and panic 
among the Filipino workers 
there. 

There are 8,000 Filipinos 
employed in Iraq compaj^ with 
1,000 in Iran, according to latest 
government records. They are 
mostly domestics, seamen and 
medu^ woricers. 

The Overseas Workers Wel- 
fare Administration (OWWA) 
said it is now preparing to send 
money for any contingency 


action, labor officials said. 

Nineteen Filipino seamen 
have been killed, 2 1 declared mis- 
sing and 3S wounded in the 
seven-year old Gulf war. accord- 
ing 10 the Philippine Overseas 
Employment Administration. 

When the war broke out in 
1981, Filipino workers were 
evacuated to neighbouring coun- 
tries and were ewntually shipped 
back to the country.

Hong Kong bars Filipino workers 


HONG KONG — The Hong 
Kong immigration department 
has rejected a French construc- 
tion firm's application to import 
Filipinos to work on three gover- 
nment housing projects here, a 
company spokeswoman said the 
other day. 

Immigration authorities tur- 
ned down the application by 
Socrete Generale D'Enteiprises 
Pour Le Batiment et les Travaux 
Publiques in February saying 


that Filipino labourers were not 
eligible for entry here under the 
existing immigration policy, the 
spokeswoman said. 

She said the firm had applied 
to bring in 108 Filipino workers 
in a bid to cut costs. 

"We will not follow up the case 
with the immigration (depart- 
ment)." she said.- 

"It will be very difficult 
because of the labour shortage 


here." she said, adding that the 
firm would have to pay higher 
wages to recruit local workers for 
three government housing 
projects. 

The immigration department 
declined to comment. Hong 
Kong's labour laws allow entiy 
of foreign personnel with speciaf- 
is(^ skills not easily found here. 

Hong Kong's uDemployroeni 
rate currently stands at around 
1.8 percent. 


New hope for severely diabetic patients 


Double transplant makes medical history

THERE was more than usual to 
the hustle and bustle at the 
oi^rating room of the National 
Ki^ey Institute fNKI) along 
Quezon Avenue last March 3. 

fiiilippioe medical histoty was 
in the mangas Filipino sp^al- 
isis operatd on businessm»i 
Koc 1^ Tan. transplanting into 
his body a ki^^ a^ a pancreas 
all at the same time. 

The successful operation on 
Tan marked the first successful 
double transplant in the country . 

The operation was performed 
by a team composed of NKI 
director Dr. Bloteo A. Alano, 
Tan's attending nmhrologist; 
Dr. Ricardo Fernando, 


diabetolopsu and Dr. Myma 
Mendoza, infecliousdiseasecon-' 
sultani. 

Tan, 58, a resident of Sor- 
sogon, had long suffered from 
severe diabetes meflitiisand renal 
failure. 

Tan's kidneys have not been 
fiinctioningforalongUmedueto 
complications brought about by 
diabetes mellitus. Toe complica- 
tions were medically known as 
progresrive anerioscl^osis and 
nerve involvemenL 

To live, 2ie had to undergo 
chronic hemodialysis twice a ' 
week for the past ei^t months 
while waiting for lodney and 
pancreas donors. 

The double transplant was 
made possible after relatives of 


an 18-ycar-oIdboywho had been 
suffering from severe brain con- 
tusions agreed to donate his 
organ to the NKI. 

The donor bad earlier been 
pronounced by doctors as “brain 
dead." 

One of his kidneys was 
reserved for Tan while the other 
was transplanted to Alexis 
Ambustan. ' 

Tan and Ambustan were selec- 
ted from a pool of potential 
recipients presently undergoing 
dialysis at NKI because they 
have similar tissue type as the 
donor. 

Both patients are now receiv- 
ing "Triple Drug," an immuno- 
suppressive therapy consisting of 
Cyclosporine-A, Imuran and 


Prednisone drugs, a recent 
innovation adopt^ at the NKI 
to greatly reduce the cost of the 
transplant. The double trans- 
plant cost from P50,000 — 
P100.000, doctors said. 

"The successful double trans- 
plant gives new hope to 
numerous severely diabetic 
patients whose complications 
considerably shorten their life- 
span and limit their capacity to 
enjoy a normal life." E>r. Alano 
said. 

Alano added that tnuisplant 
of organs from "brain dead" 
donors is an acceptable concqit 
to the niipinos — ‘‘‘‘sinoe in the 
unfortunate death of one, 
someone else may benefit and 
obtain a new lease on life." 


PRESIDENT Aquino justified 
the search for gold at Fort San- 
tiago but hinted that she intends 
to stop the hunt after the 30-day 
extension granted last week to a 
Nevada-ba^ firm.

Hidalgo also noted that on 
Feb 22, two Filipino workers 
died in a cave-in.

‘Bad Boy’ lives to

Fast growth, 
high Inflation 
predicted for 
China 


BEIJING, March 19, (AP): 
China's economy will continue 
to grow at a rapid rate in the first 
quarter of 1988, but little 
progress is being made in lighting 
double-digit mflation in urban 
areas, according to a forecast 
reported today. 

The ofTicial China Daily 
quoted Wu Minglu of the 
National Research Centre for 
the Development of Science and 
Technology as saying gross 
industrial production through 
March will be 571 billion, up 16. 
per cent over the same period in 
1987. 

Wu predicted that light indus- 
trial production will increase 
17.8 per cent to 537 billion while 
heavy industry will grow by 14.2 
per cent o 5M billioiL 
Prices 

He said retail prices may be 
difficult to control, and would 
increaseS.Spercentoverthefcfst 
three months of 1987. Prices for 
consumer goods would climb 8.6 
per cent, and the cost of living 
would increase by 8.7 percent, he 
said. 

Wu said statistics from 32 
Chinese cities for February 
showed that prices for living 
expenses were up by more than 
10 per cent. He said retail prices 
for food will have risen by more 
than 1 5 per cent since the first 
quarter of 1987.

Finding an honest broker 


By Midas 


IN the first part of this article last 
week 1 tried to warn you about 
some of thenegative signs to look 
out for when you are trying to 
evaluate an investment adviser. 
In today’s article I’d like to con- 
centrate on some of the positive 
signs to look out for. 

Perhaps the most important is 
where the adviser's parent com- 
pany is based. If the company is 
registered in the UK then youcan 
relax since the current Iraslation 
offers investors a lot ofprotec- 
tion, (I’U go into that later). 

To a cerUun extent this legisla- 
tion also covers the Isle of Man 
and the Channel Islands, 
places tike Luxembourg and 
Switzerland are also quite well 
policed. 

However, Gibraltar and some 
of the smaller Caribbean states 
are wide open and you should be 
very wary. Ask why they have 
chosen to base themselves in the 
Netherlands Antilles or some 
such place. If they don’t have a 
satisfactory answer, then steer 
clear. 


ProfecHon 


With regard to UK-based En- 
andal ad^osers, the latest legisla- 
tion requires them all to be mem- 
bers of FIMBRA. The rules 
applying to FIMBRA members 
offer comprehensive protection 
to the investor, even if he is 
resident abroad. For a start each 
client's account has to be insured 


against fraudulent loss. This 
means that if the individual adv- 
iser takes your money and heads 
for the hills, the insurance policy 
will automatically re-imburse 
you, up to a maximum of one 
million pounds per account. 

Provision 

The other major provision is 
new. and seems likely to provide 
a small army oflawyers with a fat 
living for the next few decades. 
This rule states that ad visers ha ve 
to ^ve you what is termed, 'best 
advice'. This is an attempt to 
le^siate against advisers who 
recommend clients to make cer- 
tain investments simply because 
they happen to be profitable to 
the adivser. 

Likeso many laws, this sounds 
fine in theory, but is very difficult 
to operate in practice. 

AJffer alL choosing stocks is an 
art rather than a science. A good 
hunch often turns out to be far 
more profitable than all of the 
research in the world. Personally 
S ppa king, Td much prefer IQ have 

a lucky Broker than a well-infor- 
med one. 

This being the case, how can 
you prove ttot the broker did not 
9 ve you his ‘best advice’? In 
some cases the best unit trusts are 
more expensive than the weaker 
ones, and that means more com- 
mission for the broker. If that 
unit trust subsequently loses 
money it could prove very, very 
difficult to persuade a court of 
law that you were conned. 

However, where this rule does 
ben^t the client is when it comes 


to ‘churning’. This has nothing to 
do with buttennaki^ instead it 
means the practice ofliuying and 
selling stocks or units over and 
over again simply to generate a 
lot of commission on the sales 
and purchases. 

Obvioudy, if you give your 
adviser the right of diso«tioaary 
mana^ment it means that you 
expect him to buy and sell your 
holdings on your behalf, but this 
practice must not be abused. 

If he keeps on buying and sell- 
ing with no real rhyme or reason 
then you will be able to take 
action a^nst him under the 
‘best advice' rule. 

The whole question of ‘dis- 
cretionary ' management' is 
another thorny problem. Simply 
put, ‘discretionary management’ 
is like a power of attorney tlmt 
you ^ve to your adviser allowing 
him to buy and sell on your 
behalf without further reference 
to you. 

Response 

The ad vanta^ of this is that he 
can act swiftly in r^onse to 
market condiuons without hav- 
ing to check with you every time 
be wants to make a move. If he's 
good, and you trust him, it's 
obviously a useful way of operat- 
ing. 

On the negative side, ‘Dis- 
cretionary management' can 
.easily lead to trouble, par- 
ticularly if you fail to make your 
investment objectives absolutely 
dear. 

If your adviser takes a long 
term investment dedsion, but 


you are goin^ to need some of 
that money m the short term, 
then you'll be very sorry, alth- 
ough it will really be your own 
fkiOL 

Whenever you hand over 
funds to a discretionary man- 
agement you should teU 
exactly what you wish to achieve. 

If you can afford to take risks, 
or you want no risks whatsoever, 
or a cominnatioo of the two, it 
doesn't matter, so long as you 
explainitciearly, in writing. That 
way, if anything goes WTong then 
you have proof that your orders 
were deliberately ignored. 

Philosophy 

However, having made your 
overall philosophy clear, then 
leave them along to gd on with iL 
After all, you are playing for their 
expertise, and you must 
therefore be prepared to let them 
use t^t expertise without inter- 
ference. 

You should get quarterly or 
half yearly accounts to let you 
know how well, or badly , they are 
doing widi your money. If you 
are unhappy, then that is the time 
to withdraw, or at least change 
your basic philosophy if it is no 
longer valid. 

Having given your trust to 
your adviser, then it is best to 
leave him alone. Trust is not div- 
isible, youeit^ trust somebody, 
or you don't. If you still have 
doubts, then don't go for dis- 
cretionary management, just put 
your money in the big^t, most 
famous hanlc around and at least 
you will sleep easily at night.

The geolo^cal survey report 
cut by about 40 per cent a 1981 
es rima te of the amount of undis- 
covered oil and natural ^ in the 
United States. 

The estimates drew immediate 
Ere from the energy industry, 
with one official denouncing 
them as ‘shoddy.’ 

Impression 

Hodel told reporters the 
rqiort gave the wrong impres- 
sion to tlte public because it fafled 
to adequately explain its new 
methodology and that it 
excluded many energy sources 
that were counted during an 
earlier survey that served as the 
basis of comparison. 

HEL said that both the metii- 
odology and presentation of the 
report were beii^ reviewed and 
said it was certain that a revised 
version would be published with 
different results.

UK economy posts fastest growth 


LONDON, March 19, (Agen- 
cies): Britain’s economy grew 
faster last year than it did in any 
year since the oil crisis of 1973, 
the government said today. 

Britain’s gross domestic 
product (GDP) — the sum of the 
value of all goods and sendees 
rose by 4.4 per cent in 1987, its 
biggest jump sinoe the 7-25 per 
cent growth posted in 1973. 

In 1986, the economy grew by 
three per cent, which is the rate of 
growth tile government expects 
for 1988, officials said. 

The Central Statistical Office 
said consumer spending rose by 
Eve percent in 1987, down irom 
six per cent in 1 986, while spend- 
ing on large household items 
such as televisions, videos, 
refrigerators and stereos rose by 
nine per cent in 1987 compared 
with 19percentin 1986. 

Prospects of cheaper home 
loans looked much brighter this 
week following the surprise 
announcement yesterday that 
base rate had bera cut from 9 to 
8.5 percent. 

^'Idfflg sodeti.es and banks 
were adopting a ‘wait and see' 
attitude after the Bank of 
England's move to stem the 
pound's upward surge on foreign 
exchanges. 

Some small lenders did make

US recession fears thawing 


Strong growth could revive inflationary pressures 


NEW YORK, March 19. (AP): 
As winter gives way to spring on 
Walt Street, investors’ worries 
are much different from what 
just about anyone imagined 
three months ago. 

Increasingly, fears of an 
impending recession are being 
quelled by signs of persistent 
strength in the economy. The 
stock market, affer suffering 
what looked like a knockout 
blow in. Oictober, has bounced 
back with an impressive show of 
vitality. 

So the pessimists have turned 
to worrying not about hard 
times, but rather too much of a 
good thing. 


Consider the position of the 
Federal Reserve. In the midst of 
the crash last it stepped up 
with a promise to provide as 
much money to the system as was 
necessary tokeep it from suffer- 
ing grave damage. 

Growth 

Now, Alan Greensp^, the 
Fed's chairman, is sounding war- 
nings about the possibility that 
growth at too stronga pacecould 
revive ionationary pressures. 

The trade defidi, a primary 
focus of concern last fall has 
improved to the extent that some 
people now interpret it as asignal 
of an economy healing up to 
potentially dangerous tem- 


peratures. 

The bond market has grown 
increasin^y jumpy lately over 
much better-than-expected 
growth in employment, for fear 
that it might soon exert upward 
pressure on inflation and interest 
rates. - 

All this has a familiar ring. It 
was ihe kind of mood that often 
set in during the great bull 
market of 1982-87. 

In the bond market memories 
remain fresh of the wrenching 
rise in interest rates, and accom- 
panyingdrop in bond prices, that 
started right about tms time a 
year ago. 

“The stock market is approa- 


ching a critical juncture" says 
Joseph Barthel. an analyst at 
Butcher and Singer Inc. “Bonds 
must rally to ward off a correc- 
tion, or worse." 

All this suits many of Wall 
Street's bulls just Ene. Stocks 
seem to be “climbing a wall of 
worry" in the time-honoured 
phrase used to describe bull 
markets.

The Central Bank also 
an nounced u one-year lx>nd issue 
for KD SO million at 5-1/4 per 
cent for March 30. 

The Central Bank dinar 
exchange rates was almost a full 
point easier at 0.27552/62 to the 
dollar from Thursday's 0.27459/ 
69. Commercial banlu quoted 
spot rates of around 0.27557/62. 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposits were little changed 
in a very quiet market yesterday, 
with activity focusing on short- 
term funds as banks covered 
positions. 

Dealers also reported some 
activity in one to three-month 
d^osiis. They said liquidity was 
disappearing from the market as 
interest in fixed period maturities 
revived amid doubts an 
anticipated Saudi bond issue will 
be launched this month.

US-Sovlet grain talks set 
to start on an upbeat note 


WASHINGTON, March 19, 
(Reuter); Talks between the 
United Stata and the Soviet 
Union today to renew a loa^ 
term grains Bgreement look set to 
start on an upbeat note. 

US ofneTalB predicted this 
week the negotiations to set up a 
new accord would be "long and 
tortuous." because Moscow and 
Washington appear far apart on 
some key issues. 

But meetings between offidals 
here yesterday to discuss the 
current pea which expires on 
September 30 were unuiuEllv 
"cordial, briefond to the point,'' 
possibly presaging a smooth 
start to the bargaining process, 
said Tom Kay, bead oribe US 
Agrlcultqfe Department's 
Foreign Agricultural Service. 
The U nited States flirther enhan- 
ced the buoyant atmosphere yes- 
terday by offtrine to sell the 
Soviet Union an uditional one 
million tonnes of subsidised 
wheat. 

Under the current accord, 
Moscow has pledged to buy nine 
million tonnes of wheat and 
maize, with the option to buy 
some soy products. 

The Reagan administration is 
hoping to get a larger purc^se 
comirutment from the Soviets. 
But Moscow would like as low a 


commitment as possible and 
increased flexibility under any 
new pact, diplomaw and indus- 
try sources said. 

With the risiDg trend in Soviet 
grain production, Moscow does 
not want to be tied down to buy 
large amounts of grain if ft 
produces a bumper crop, 
analysts and European traders 
who deal directly with Soviet 
grain buyers seid, 

"Year to year is so different. It 
an depends on tbe weather,” said 
Alexander Invlev, representative 
in tbe United States for the Soviet 
grain buying agency. "To tie 
yourself around a strict 
Bgreement is not always smart."

The two sides have come 
together at a fhvourable time— 
relations between the super- 
powers have wanned and both 
seem to want to build on the good 
will arising from the signing ^ 
President Reagu and Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev of ±e 
nuclear arms reduction pact. 

Tho Soviet Union produced 
211.3 million tonnes of grain in 
1987, one of its largest crops ever, 
but quality was poor for human 
consumption arid it has bou^t 
huge quantities of grain from 
America, Canada and Europe to 
fill the gap.

New IMF loan for Argentina 


WASHINGTON. March 19, 
(AP); Debti^gued Argentiaa 

f ;ot help yesterday from the 
nternauonal Monetary Fund 
that would enable it to pay back a 
loan of half a billion dollars from 
the United States and keep up 
with its interest payments. 

The IMF announced a new 
loan to Argentina of 53 1 7 million 
because buvy rains, floods and 
lower market prices cut into the 
country's earnings from tbe 
export of grain and oilseeds. 
Ar^ntina already had $50 
biUion in foreign debt. 

The US Treasury loan, gran- 
ted earlier this year, was intended 
to bridge over me period until the 
fund made its dearion. 

An International Monet^ 
source, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity, said the fund also 
approved release of $225 mUUon 
next week, part of a loan that 
depends on President Raul 
^onsin’s government meeting 
its promises on new policies. The 
eovemment has pled^ to keep 
down its budget deficit and mke 
other economy measures. 


The decisions by the fund's 
board of executive directors, 
who represent the 151 member 
gityemments, is expected also to 
trigger release of loans to Argen- 
tina promised by banks. The 
ba^ agreed to do thdr lending 
in tandem with the fund, disburs- 
ing their loans asit ^ve its seal of 
approval to Argentina's efforts. 

llie loans may provide only a 
temporary reqiite, since the n^ 
to pay interest is a continuing 
dram on Argentina's dwindling 
reserves. 

Some Argentine political 
leaders have been pressing 
Alfonsin to suspend interest 


more than twice the 1986 rate.. 
Economy Minister Juan V. 
SourrouiUe has predicted that 
this year’s rate wifi be more than 
100 per cent and some forecasts 
have put it as high as 20 per cent 
for March alone. 

Domestic debt has driven up 
interest rates, so that they arc 
now 3 to 6 per cent from March 
alone. 

Finance Minister Mario 
Brodersohn has been quoted as 
saying 45 per cent of tax declarers 
pay no t^ ard another 42 per 
cent pay little. 


Irazil has now resumed 
payments, but arrangements 
have not been completed on the 
money owed from 1987.
